(b) In every instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the 
inten^iew as warranting favorable action must be filed by the appHcanl, An interview does not remove the necessity for response to Office action as specified in §§ 
1.111,1,135. (35 aS.C.132) 

■ § 1.2. Business 10 be transacted in writing; All business with the Patent or trademark Office should t>e transacted in writing. The personal attendance of 
. applicants Of their attorneys or agents at the Patent and Trademark Office is unnecessary. The-action of the Patent and Trademark Office wiii be based exclusively 
on the written record in the Office; No attention will be paid to any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation lo which there is disagreement or 
doubt.
